out any scruples take advantage of the resulting excitement, organize paper | 
companies, issue glowing statements and prospectus, promising to make all| 
who invest rich overnight. They never tell of the many who have invested | 
and lost, but recite the stoyies of the few who have made fortunes out of a} 
paltry sum. 

This is a time, therefore, for people to be on their guard against the | 
smooth tongued salesmen of mining stocks and options. Unquestionably | 
there are good and sound investments to be made, but before risking any 
money people should make the most careful inquiry into the merits of the 
proposition submitted to them and investigate it fully. There are avenues 
open through which responsible reports can be obtained, and advantage 
should be taken of these before any money is paid over, or any undertakings 
signed, As arule, any proved mineral property can obtain the capital desir- 
ed for its development; it is the wild-catter who through sensational adver-, 
tisements goes out to catch the unwary and gullible, offering one dollar stock ; 
for five and ten cents. If it was worth a dollar, that is the prige that would 
be demanded. The strong probability is that it is not worth five cents, or 
anything. : | 

Canadians should wholeheartedly welcome and encourage all legitimate, 
prospecting and development of the Dominion's mineral wealth, but, not only 
for their own sake as individuals, but for the good name and sound progress 
of Canada itself, should frown down upon and have absolutely nothing what- 
eyer to do with the professional mine wild-catter who knows little about min- 
ing or minerals, and whose operations serve to “under mine” confidence in| 
Canada and retard its development and progress. |

Priests of Tibet Have Closed Road to 
5 J All Expeditions 

According to a recent dispatch from 
London; the Dalai Lama of Tibet has 
( |finally closed Mount Everest against 
further attempts to gain its peak; the 
highest point on the world’s surface. 
This means that Tibetan ruling au- 
thorities have reverted to their older 
policy of exclusion, It had been tem- 
porarily abandoned when sanction was 
given for the previous British expedi- 
tions, permission being granted after 
friendly pressure had been brought to 
bear by the Indian Government,- and 
that recourse would no doubt have 
been again made had it been desired.

Work Proceeding On 
Singapore Naval Base 


Australia Is Intensely Interested In 
Great Britain’s Project 

The eyes of the nations bordering 
the Eastern Pacific are turned toward 
SIngapore, where Great Britain is es- 
tablishing a great naval base at a cost 
of $55,000,000. Australia’s interest in 
this tremendous engine of war is in- 
tense, and she is watching every de 
velopment. 

An idea of the magnitude of the 
project was given by W. H. Collyer, 
a member of the town planning com- 
mission of Singapore, who recently 
passed through Sydney. ~ Mr. Collyer 
said that, although the present plans 
of the British admiralty had not been 
made public, the works at Singapore 
were projected on a magnificent scale 
and would require another seyen years 
to complete, 

“Already the necessary piers and 
railways are in operation,” he _ said, 
“and reclamation work is proceeding. 
Two very extensive oil depots have 
been laid down, and large-scale/ topo- 
graphical surveys have been made in 
the neighborhood of the base, Min- 
ing and protective works are planned 
and an aerodrome will be establish- 
ed.

| Planting of Wood Lots and Wind- 
breaks Adds Value to Farm 
Property 

A few acres of sandy soil, a tocky 
hillsfde or an isolated area cut off by 
a stream or railway constitute a gold- 
‘en opportunity to plant a wood lot 
which, in the passing of years, will 
prove profitable and valuable to its 
owner. The proven usefulness of 
windbreaks and the increasing value 
of both hard and soft woods to the 
land owner is a factor that should not 
be overlooked, points out the natural 
resources intelligence service of the 
department of the Interlor. Trees 
will thrive on soil that is otherwise 
unproductive, They provide shelter 
to stock and to adjoining flelds, and at 
the same time form a picturesque fea- 
ture to the landscape. They beautify 
and incidentally Increase the intrinsic 
and saleable value of the land. Ex- 
eept in the Initial stages of growth, 
they require practically no-care. 

The federal and most of the provin- 
clal governments are prepared to fur- 
nish young trees and the advice neces- 
sary to their proper planting and care, 
so that the problem of laying out a 
wood lot should require practically no 
expense and little worry to the farmer 
or other landewner interested. The 
Ontario Government has been particu- 
larly energetic in interesting landown- 
ers and municipalities in the possibill- 
ties of tree planting. During the first 
year that the Ontario forestry depart- 
ment undertook the work (1905) some 
; 10,000 trees were distributed. ~ Last 
year over seven million were distribd- 
uted to over 3,000 applicants and the 
results being obtained will, without 
doubt, multiply the active interest in 
this work enormously. 

The work of the Federal Govern- 
ment has lain in the so-called prairte 
districts where,distinctly pioneer work 
was necessary. Farm conditions on 
the former treeless prairles are now 
rapidly being transformed as the re- 
sult of the introduction of windbreaks 
}and shelter belts where formerly not a 
shrub obstructed the landscape. Fast 
growing softwoods have been used 
with great success, but to these will 
be added other varieties. It is nor

These facts and figures do not rep- 
}resent a condition of stagnation, nor 
one of only slow and slight improve- 
|ment. /‘Fhey are tho unmistakable 
|signs of a substantial growth in popu- 
lation, production and trade. Canada 
has evidently passed out of the de- 
pression which followed the boom 
which followed the war. There is 
every reason to expect that the time 
will improve continuously and in all 
parts of the country.
